The patron* of a creamy within fifty 
or sixty miles of Duluth. Minn., have 
Inaugurated a system vt co-operative 
egg marketing that might 
well be 
adopted In many other rural communi­ 
ties where poultry raising la carried 
on as a side line with the dairy bu*l- 
new*. Briefly, the plan is as follows: 
The patrons enter into an agreement 
to colla t their eggs dally, wash them 
lf necessary, stamp on them the date 
on which they 
were laid. separate 
white eggs from brown aud deliver 
them at the creamery in packages 
bearing their Individual name and la­ 
bel.

There are good hitters and hard hit­ 
ters In baseball. Sometimes the words 
are synonymous, sometimes they are 
not. The good hitter Is not necessarily 
a hard hitter, hard bitting being used 
in the sense of driving the ball away 
from the hat hard-hitting it with 
great force. 
There are good hitters 
who do not send the ball away hard, 
hut who are profic ient with the club 
because they are skillful and make 
many lilt**. The hard hitter, however, 
Is likely to he a good hitter, l*ecause 
lh** forcible impact of the hat against 
the hall often drives the hall with 
such speed that it gets bv the infield­ 
ers. 
Little men produce their share of 
hard hitters. Aa with big men, It may 
he because of a hard sw*lng or may be 
because of an accurate swing that 
meets the hall 
squarely and thus 
makes every ounce of exerted muscle 
tell. 
Willie Keeler, the ex big leaguer and 
uow a member of the Toronto team of 
the Eastern league, Is an example of 
a player who Is a good hitter rather 
than a hard hitter. 
He lieut* out a 
good many Infield grounders with hi 
speed In getting to first base. and ho 
taps many safe hits to unguarded 
spots. Pre*I Tenney of the Bostons Is 
another who makes fewer long hits "in 
between,” Just over the infielders and 
Just 
Inside the outfielders. 
George 
Stone, formerly of the St. Louis Amer­ 
icans and now a iueml*er of tile Mil­ 
waukee I es in, Is a ferocious hitter. Ile 
swings hard, and when lie meets the 
hall flush It fairly hums 
“Obi llonua" Wagner of the 1‘itts- 
bnrjr* I"* a title batsman and one of 
those* free hitters who connect with 
any kind of a hall. Ile Is another of 
whom It may l>o said that he some­ 
times hits a hall too hard for distance. 
This naturally robs it of some of Its 
s|»ecd and convert* into a on** base hit 
what would have tn***n a two bagger 
or better had the bal. gone up a trtfle 
as It left the hat. 
But th** Dutchman 
lands so hurd that what would la* an 
out for h hall struck with less force, 
but In precisely the same way, be­ 
comes a base hit with him. 
Wagner’s hard hitting prowess Is 
further shown by th** way his c urving 
fly halls carry when there Is any sort 
of solidity to tbe hit. 
A th rex* quarter 
Impact, th** hall tieing struck below 
the middle, would Is* an ordinary out­ 
field fly and a sure out lf made by any­ 
body putting less force in the blow 
than dc*es the hurly Teuton. 
Wagner, 
however, does not always take a long 
swing. 
Ile can shift his style and 
chop a hull, hut he generally gets force 
and therefore makes more hits off 
balls hit on the handle than most play­ 
ers that is. a hail hit on th** handle by 
him Is more likely tx* go safe than if 
made by a less robust slammer. 
Ty 4’obi* o f Detroit hugs the plate 
fairly clone aud st*H*ps Just a trifle. Ile 
d o e s n 't take a big suing at the hall, 
hut puts all bls strength into the effort. 
Like all good h itte rs , he u-es hi- shoul­ 
ders In the awing and never pulls 
away from the plate. 
Cobb** great 
s|s*ed helps lits hutting average won 
d* rf lilly*. 
I t s not so much in the hits 
he Ideals nu. Gut simply lsvause when 
he’s at the plate the o p p o s in g team in 
all on edge, knowing that the hall must 
Im* handled fast and clean In order to 
get the southerner. The lesult Is that 
Fold* g e ts a hit on many a ball that 
would have !*een handled perfectly had 
u**t th** opt and Hon been overanxious. 
There is tm player more graceful at 
the plate t La ii "Wahoo Ka rn" t ’raw 
ford, Cobb’* side partner, 
ills is ait 
air of confidence from the time hi* 
leaves the bench until lie assumes his 
position at the plate. Crawford uses a 
big. heavy tuit, whic h he |s*ises on his 
shoulder In su< b a manner that It a1 
ways makes the opposing pit* her fee! 
Is'tter when he Is out of the way. 
Unlike Cobb, he stands at the plate 
with his fet*t wide apart Instead of 
clo-e 
together. 
Crawford 
takes

mighty swing at the hall ami generally 
hits It on M line ami far away. It’s not 
exaggerating in the least to say that 
Crawford goes out on more hurd hit 
lull Is than any other player In th** 
major longues. With men on the ha aaa 
Crawford D very dangerous. 
La joie of Cleveland lips the hall as 
batel as t'raw ford; but, tiullke the 
Tiger slugger, he doesn't tMke a big 
MW lug.
